| Summary of the ===5 


With the American Armies in Lorraine, Aug. 17. The Americans 
early this morning captured the village of Frapelle and eradicated a con- 
siderable salient in the allied lines. Prisoners we taken by the Ameri- 
cans and the Germans evidently suffered heavy casualties. 
has been regarded as a quiet one and today’s activities began merely as 
a raid into the enemy’s positions. The raid was preceded by a straight 
bombardment for a few minutes, followed by a big barrage that penned 
the Germans off from escape. 


London, Aug: 18.. The British troops west of Armentieres have ad- 
vanced their line to a depth of one to two thousand yards on a four-mile 
front, Vieux-Btrquin and Bailleul, and also made progress southwest of 
Merville. The village of Outtersteen and 400 prisoners were taken. An 
advance also has been made between Chilly and Fransard north of Roye. 

Paris, Aug. 20. The French forces fighting east of the Oise, on a 
front of about fifteen and. a half miles, have advanced to an average. 
depth of about two and a half miles and captured numerous villages. 
More than eight thousand prisoners have been taken. South of Roye, 
the town of Beuvraignes has been occupied by the French after bitter 
fighting.

Statés would be ‘compelled to regis- 
ter at a post’ office before they could 
secure acccommodation at a_ hotel, 
that passports were absolutely neé- 
cessary, and more:recently the ab- 
surd rumor was widely circulated 
that women from the’ United States 
would not. be allowed to return home. 
This latter ridiculous report is speci- 
fically denied by Mr. W. D. Scott, 
superintendent of igimigration, who 
officially designated it as “absolutely 
without any foundation in _ fact.” 
Senator Gideon Robertson, a mem- 
ber of the Dominion cabinet, and 
chairman of the registration board, 
is equally. positive in his denials ot 
the other mischievous .reports.’ The 
actual facts are, according to the 
official statement of the resignation 
board, that the registration: act 
applics only to people permanently 
resident in Canada and does not 
affect even remotely anyone living 
in: the United States; that no regis- | 
tration at’a’ post office is necessary | 
and that no passports are required. 
The possession of papers showing 
the holders to be American citizens 
is all that is necessary to cross into 
Canada..' At the international bound- 
ary line-the holders of these papers 
are given an identification card by 
the Canadian immigration officials, 
which enables the visitors to travel 
freely where. they wish without any 
interference on the part of Cana- 
dian officials, 

Senator Robertson, chairman of 
the. registration board, has an- 
nounced that “neither in the instruc- 
tions issued, nor the regulations for 
Canadian registration is there any- 
thing that would indicate desire or 
intention to impose restrictions upon 
Americans or aliens, entéring, travel- 
ling in, or leaving Canada.” 

The experience of those Ameri- 
can visitors. who have already come 
to Canada verifies Senator Robert- 
son’s statement, but unfortunately 
there are’ many across \the — border 
who. have not read this announce- 
ment, and may still be influenced 
the: false reports to stay, at 
home,.* spoil ‘their vacation, and 
cause ‘a mutual loss to themselves 
and to Canada.

As a result work being done 
at the local machine shop in Irma 
on a new type of mowing. machine 
eyele drive has been followed with 
the greatest interest by the farm, 
men of the district. The two 
who have spent most of the spring 
and summer here perfecting the 
idea are in a sense local men. P. 
A. Campbell, a horse dealer thru 
northern Alberta for thirty years in 
both acquaintance and friend to 
nearly every man around Irma 
while his associate Fred Eby has 
had some part in the constructior 
of many of the buildings in both 
town and country. 

» The name of Clipper Cut Sickle 
given. the apparatus is very ap- 
propriate for the equipment consists 
‘ of two complete sickles as now used 
in mowing machines, working one 
above the other so as_ to give the 
same cutting action as a pair of 
clippers. his action gives a great- 
er cutting action with a much low- 
er speed. ‘The immediate gain is a 
reduction of power. necessary, to 
drive the machine and a more even 
cut, and much less strain on driy- 
ing gear. 

Farmers in this district, which ‘is 
one of the best upland hay sections 
in the country, are immensely _in- 
terested in the new mower. In 
talking with Mr. Campbell we learn- 
ed.that S. H. Price, lumberman of 

’ Edmonton and Graham Island, . B. 
C. has taken a lively interest in the 
new machine for the farmers use 
and has made himself invaluable in 
working the thing out. We can 
imagine his satifaction when he can 
get down to the prairies and 
the machine working as. it does 
now. The machine. was given a 
trial last Wednesday near Irma in 
heavy prairie grass that was badly 
tangled by cattle and it was a treat 
to any one interested in better farm 
methods to watch the pair of 1000 
pound three year old colts handle 
the job with ease under conditions 
that would ordinarily call for three 

’ horses. They were driven as slow- 
ly as possible and the machine cut 
just.as clean. They were stopped 
and started again without backing 
to clear the machine. To any one 
familiar with cutting our upland 
hay that speaks volumes and it is 
to be hoped that the Clipper Cut 
Sickle is made commercially avail- 
able for next season’s work for in a 
great hay country like Alberta such 
asaving of horsepower, time and 
vmachine wear means so much.—

TREATING GREEN FEED. 


W. F. Stevens, live stock com- 
missioner in speaking of the feed 
situation in Alberta has this to. say 
about how to treat wheat straw for 
feed. 

If frozen wheat straw is cut while 
still green, left in stook till well 
dried, if is well salted while be- 
ing stacked and thoroughly ‘sweated 
before being baled, it can be safely 
fed on a basis of half and half with 
prairie hay. In fact, a greater per- 
centage of wheat than this can be 
fed to cattle with no injurions ef- 
fects, provided they are brought up 
up to it gradually.

THE IRMA FAIR 


[As the Edmonton Bulletin re- 
presentative saw it] 


Fine live stock, some of which was 
of a quality that has won prizes at the 
big fairs of the Western Canada Fair 
Circuit, was the feature of the ninth 
annual exhibition of the Irma Agri- 
cultural Society on Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 14th. The attendance was not 
quite as large as anticipated, for the 
weather was too good for hay-making. 
Still the secretary was doubly busy 
from early to late with his double 
duties of secretary and as one of the 
three local buyers of cream, the cash 
begetting product which is the stand- 
by and financial salvation of many 
rural districts in this year of diminish- 
ed grain crops. . 

In the tent which was used as 4 
pavilion, were found some samples of 
real good grain grown in some favored 
spot where the crops had not been so 
hard hit by frost as were many other 
parts of the country, and where better 
methods of cultivation had assured 
sufficient moisture for the growth of 
the grain. The samples of grasses and 
fodder plants showed that there is 
easily available a sufficient supply of 
succulent fodder for stock even in 
such seasons as that of 1918. A sheaf 
of alfalfa exhibited was a dandy and 
indicated that such valuable stock feed 
can be grown here. 

Official Approval 

Alex. Galbraith, superintendent of 
Alberta Fairs, was present and en- 
joyed the day, for he approved of the 
successful accomplishment (on which 
he complimented the directors and 
their officials) in face of the handicap 
which has made many similar societies 
abandon the effort. ; 

W. R. Lowes, of Edmonton, judged 
the horses and was pleased to find 
such high quality and such serviceable 
animals, especially in the animals 
suited to farm work. J. G. Clarke, 
whose animals have been shown at the 
big fairs, was the largest individual 
exhibitor with Clydes and light horses. 
The general show stallions proved that 
the horse breeding industry is pro- 
ceeding along right lines in the Irma 
district. A real good Hackney mare 
was driven by Miss Clarke. . 

F. S. Wetherall, of Calgary, thought 
that the cattle were very good but the 
competition was not so very strong. 
Red Polls and Shorthorns were the 
outstanding breeds of quality. . 

Ben Findlayson, of Olds, judges the 
poultry and found real good quality 
with varieties well represented but 
with not quite sufficient competition 
in each class. 

W. Scott, district agent: of the 
provincial department of agricultural 
judged the very fine display of grains, 
The sample 
of unfrozen wheat made him smile as 
he winnowed it out in his hand. He 
remarked that. when alfalfa became 
the common crop of the community it

C. Kirkman who found that while 
the number of entries was not large, 
there was wide variety of exhibits, 
many of which were of high quality. 

Miss C, King and Mrs. F. McKenzie 
were delighted with the display of 
ladies’ fancy work, revealing much 
painstaking, artistic effort on the part 
of the exhibitors. ;

We confess we have no faith in omens 
and a sign is not necessary to make 
us believe in the success of the Allied 
armies If anyone hasan explanation 
of this phenomenon we would be glad 
to have it.—From Stouffville, Ont., 
paper. 

Mrs Patterson of Greerishields, 
who noticed the above item in that 
paper, had her curiosity aroused 
and immediately went out to a field 
to see if the phenomen could be ob- 
served on the oat leaves in this dis- 
trict. It did not require the pick- 
ing of many leaves to find severa! 
on which the capital ‘‘B’’ was 
plainly discernable. Different others 
in the neighborhood have found the 
same thing on oat leaves, no~ other 
grain showing it. 

As for victory, we are sure of it 
anyway, but we would like to be- 
lieve that this omen could signify 
the disruption of the German em- 
pire and a speedy peace. — Wain- 
wright Star. 


WASTE GRAIN AT THRESHING. 


The Central Office would like to 
draw the attention of all Locals to 
the desirability of saving every 
bushel of grain at threshing time. 
The drought and frost have made 
this more essential than ever. It 
has been suggested that teams at 
threshing time should be muzzled 
so that they cannot interfere with 
the stooks, that tight bottom racks 
should be used, and also that the 
separator owner should provide a 
large sheet underneath the separator 
to catch grain which would other- 
wise be thrown on the ground. One 
of our Locals recently wrote the 
Food Controller in this matter, and 
the reply received pointed out that 
it would be very difficult to enforce 
an order along these lines, but that 
the result. might be accomplished if 
all our Locals take the matter up 
and request their members to try to 
observe these conditions. Central 
Office trusts that Locals will com- 
plv with this request.

Wanna Re Fruit Jar Rings. 


It has developed that a proportion 
of the Fruit Jars made and shipped 
by us this season’ were fitted with 
red: rnbber. rings which have a 


cess of phenol in the rubber. 

This was not detected until a 
large percentage of our jars had 
been shipped, and in fact, is diffi- 
cult to spot until the jars have been 
sealed up with rubbers in them for 
some time. We have a few com- 
plaints from different sources and 
learn that with certain fruits the 
product becomes tainted with the 
rubber, and altho harmless, the 
slightest taste of carbolic is undoubt- 
edly offensive. — 

The trouble can be completely 
overcome by sterilizing the rubbers 
and exposing them to the air for a 


few days, but we are ready to re- 
place any complained of that may 
be returned to us.

|The Patriotism Which Inspired the 
Democratic Peoples 


_ Why is it that’ those who seek in 
Germany’s temporary’ success lessons 
for the peoples of the allied nations 


falmost invariably emphasize as a 
virtue of the German system that 
which they should proclaim with 


wartitig. note as a vice to be avoided? 
‘THius we find even so careful an ob- 
iserver as. Mr. Frederic Harrison 
| commending to the people of Britain 
lthe German system of training in 
{patriotism. “Germany in this,” he. 
|says, “as in many things intellectual 
rand national, shows the way; it has 
been her prime -asset in war, even 
more vital than her U-boats or ‘mon- 
ster guns.. It is the German, svste- 
matic, universal and all-round educa- 
tion in patriotism, loyalty, love of 
| fatherland.” 

Unfortunate would it be if there 
‘were a vestige of truth in what Mr. 
Harrison says, for the war: would 
|have been over three years ago, with 
Germany-the victor. What was it, if 
not British patriotism, which in’ a 
few inonths created an army which 
jsuccessfully opposed the perfected 
jand seemingly invincible German ma: 
jchine?. That feat, accomplished by 
| British patriotisin, flung us back in- 
j to the age of miracles.- And: . what 
;of the end?—when the allied nations 
havill have completed, through patri- 
otisnm which is not of the German 
isort, the task in which they cannot 
j.fail. We shall then be able to say 
‘that, while German patriotism failed 
ito do the. thing which seemed de- 
monstrably easy, . the patriotism 
whiclt inspired the democratic peo- 
‘oles will have accomplished that 
which seemed demonstrably \impos- 
sible. 

It is worthy of remembrance’ in 
alf the stalk of things done and to be 
done tMat a vital patriotism is less a 
scheme of doctrine than an emotion: 
And a fine emotion may. be commu- 
nicated, but it cannot be “taught.” In 
new countries like this, lacking the 
historic background »and atmosphere 
of Old England, and under the ne- 
icessity of assimilating a steady vol- 
Luine of alien peoples, it is essential 
[that a certain. emphasis should be 
iplaced on the symbols of patriotism. 
In this very condition, however, 
there is the danger lest the spirit 
may suffer by over-emphasis. of the 
{letter, and patriotism’ became less a 
jdecp and fine emotion than a brag- 
gart and. strident lip-service. A smile 
Athat.is forced becomes a grin, and a 
‘erin is like a: smile only inasmuch as 
it clumsily caricatures its outward 
form.

The Rust | Menace . 
In Canada 


Reason to Believe That Eradication 
of This Evil Is Nearing 
Solution 


What rust on grain has cost. the 
Canadian farmer in cold cash 
through startling reductions in yield, 
and what, in turn, the consequent 
cut in spending power has meant in 
hardship to the wage earners. in 


eastern Canada who produce goods 
western Canadians buy, can probably 
not be calculated. But no two rep- 
resentative grain growers or manu- 
facturers would hesitate to declare’ 
the cost to Canada as one expressed 
in terms of hundreds of millions of 
dollars. So anything tending to les- 
sen the. power of this curse to the 
grower of grain is certain to work 
out to the general advantage of: Can- 
ada. And, it appeara now that there 
is good reason for optimism among 
those who have been actively engag- 
ed in solving the problem and so in- 
creasing the effectiveness of Can- 
ada’s food contribution to the allied 
cause, ind the base of prosperity’ of 
Canadians, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 

“Many people, indeed forsee the 
utter extinction of the rust menace 
in Canada in the eradication of the 
barberry plant,;and in the develop- 
ment by Seager Wheeler—the Luth- 
er ‘Burbank of the Canadian wheat 
world—of a variety of the great es- 
sential cereal that maturegy, some ten 
days earlier than that . generally 
grown in the Western provinces. 

It seems to have been proved ab- 
solutely that the decorative barberry 
—except the Japanese sort—is_ the 
chief cause, of the propagation of 
rust trouble, and already in the 
spring wheat belt in the United 
States and in Canada, an organized 
campaign is. working for the eradica- 
tion of the barberry in all sections 
likely to infect the growing grain. It 
was brought out in congress in 
Washington by the Hon. George 
Young of North Dakota, that the 
settlers in the colony of Massachu- 
setts in 1755 were aware of the inti- 
mate relations between the Barberry 

lant; and rust on wheat, and that a 
aw was passed thirty years ago pro- 
viding for the rooting out of the 
shrub in that jurisdiction. Denmark, 
however, has begun the modern cru- 
sade, and the Hon. Mr. Young says 
that rust has practically disappeared 
from the wheat fields of that pro- 
gressive Scandinavian country since 
the carrying into effect of the cam- 
paign against the innocent-appearing 
barberry. 

Apparently this plant is “host” for 
the rust, which is carried on. the 
winds as far as two or three hun- 
dred miles. That is how rust in Can- 
ada may have come via the air 
route from the United States, or how 
rust in the Dakotas or Montana or 
some other state in the republic may 
; plants in 
Canada.) When the climatic condi- 
tions are suitable, it fastens to the 
wheaf, and then, to complete the cy- 
cle the parasite returns to the  bar- 
berry which preserves it in health 
during the winter. Almost invari- 
ably, hitherto, there has followed a 
sharp reduction in yield wherever the 
ordinary spring wheat has been at- 
tacked. That is where Seager Wheel- 
er enters as a factor-in the future of 
Western Canada grain growing. 

For the past.eleven years, on his 
farm near Rosthern on the Canadian 
Northern Railway jn Central Saskat- 
chewan, he. has been “breeding” a 
strain of wheat that matures early. 
In itself that: should be of value. as 
a guarantee against loss. by frost. 
But there is the added = significance 
that by the time.the rust usually de- 
velops on wheat'in the west, his 
wheat has developed to tlhe point 
where it can do practically no harm. 

While. little has been said in pub- 
lic in Canada, the leaders in Cana- 
dian agriculture have been closely 
watching the rust cvil in all its ram- 
ifications. Now, Dean Rutherford of 
‘the University of Saskatchewan, Sas- 
katoon, points out: 

“The people of Saskatchewan are 
fully aware of the fact that ryst can

The. barberry has not 
been used extensively Yn Western 
Canada, yet, probably more of it can 
be found in parks and large public 
grounds than anywhere | else. As 
these are under. governing bodies, 
either, municipal or governnient, it 
will be a very easy matter to have 
this plant eradicated.
